The
more workers arriving every yvear—the
more men standing ontside their gates
every morning waiting for any old job
at any old wages—the better the big ém-
ployers: liked it. It meant plenty  of
hands at low cost for the hard, labor- |
ious, unskilled work, This in turn meant
plenty of recruits, anxious to learn the
skilled work. Thus the cost of common
labor was kept down and quiet main- |
tained among skilled workers by the
spectacle of more, and yet more, ready |
to jump into their jobs

“In every industrial locality  there
grew up ‘settlements’ of uneducated, un- |
trained  strangers — pedsants  from  the
backward farm sections of Dhackward
south Earopean countries,  Did the man-
wfacturers have any thought for the
welfare of these untrained people?

"Did the big employers take steps to
cdociate them, or their children®  Did
tlhr iellows who capitalize immigration
into big profits do anyvthing to teach
these  strange-tongued  peasants  the
American language, or enlighten them
on  American  enstoms  and  American
laws?

“Not one bit of it! They were per-
fectly willing to let them huddle miser-
ably dn their scttlements  where they
learned nothing about the conntry of
their adoption,  The hig employer want- |
ed down-trodden peasants to  remain
down-trodden  and  ignorant, thinking |
the thoughts and living the life of the
I':nl"llll'd!! backwaods.

HEART DISEASE ON INCREASE, |

Washington.—Deaths from heart dis-
east are increasing steadily and deaths
from tuberculosis are showing a decline, |
reports Director Harris of the federal
census burean, From 1004 to 1914 the
deaths from tuberculosis in all its forms
fell from 2007 to 1468 per 1,000, the|
decline being continuous from vear to|
year. This is a drop of more than 25|
per cent. Prior to 1904 the rate had |
fluctnated, starting at 2009 in 1000, |
Even yet tuberculosis has the gruesome |
distinetion of causing more deaths an-
nually than any other form of bodily
illness except heart disease, and over |
A0 per cent more than all the external
causes—accitdents, homicides, and suicide
combined, Steady decline in the rate
from tuberculosis is ascribed by the con- |
sis to o better understanding of the laws |
of health and the nccessity for fresh |
air |
